ADVICE OF DEPARTMENT 
OF AGRICULTURE. 


Enormous Joss to the dairying and live- 
stock industry is caused annually by the 
warble fly. The flesh of beef cattle is 
damaged, the milk flow of dairy cows is 
reduced through the presence of the grub, 
and warbled hidés ate rendered almost use- 
less fot tanning. A further source of loss is 
the annoyance caused to cattle during the 
summer and autumn months by the adult fly, 
resulting in the “' gadding ” of cattle, with 
consequent loss of condition and, in the case 
of dairy cows, a reduction in the milk ‘yields. 

An effective method of eradication has been 
submitted to exhaustive trial by the Free 
| State Department of: Agriculture, and a 
| detailed account. of the experiments conducted 
in this connection will appear in the forth- 
coming issue of the Department's Journal. 
It consists in dressing affected animals with 
one of a number of suitable pre tions— 
for example, “ Polvo,” “ Katakilla or 
‘‘ Cooper's warble fly powder ’’—which are 
now on the market, and which can be 
obtained without difficulty throughout the 
country, with full directions for use. 

Experiments conducted by the Department 
showed that one dressing will kill up to sixty 
per cent. of all warbles likely to appear 
during the season, but, as the warbles reach 
maturity over an extended period, three 
dressings, at intervals of about twenty-eight 
days from. about the end of March to the end 
of May, are necessa The cost of each 
dressing ander nor conditions will not 
exceed per beast—in other words, for an 
expenditure of 6d. per beast a farmer can 
eradicate warbles from his herd. 

It is estumated that. the general adoption of 
these measures, and their continuance for a 
period of three or four years, would entirely 
eradicate the warble fly in this country, an

VALUE E OF PREVENTIVE 
MEASURES. 


—— €—— 


R. W. G. SAVAGE, County Medical 
Officer for Somerset, in the course of a 
special article, asks :—Can there be any 

true economy in public health’? Is there gi 
definition—any touchstone—to test its efficacy ? 

T think there is, and that it is not difficult 
to discriminate, he says. The touchstone is 
whether such work is really preventive in 
scope or not. Public health work should be 
concerned with the prevention of disease, 
although, as administered, it is not and cannot 
altogether be so exclusively restricted. The 
care of the maimed in body and mind is 
medical work, but it is not preventive work, 

and should not he confused with it. 

We must avoid mere institutionalism, “es 
is not preventive. To take one example, 
stitutions have been provided to train children 
who are mentally defective. If such persons 
are kept in these homes all their lives, then, 
by preventing the propagation of the unfit, 
the work is preventive in ite scope and its 
results and is very valuable. If, on the other 
hand, the institution is merely a training

centre and the inmates are let loose on the 
world just as they are growing up, then, it is 
not preventive at all and is doing nothing 
to diminish the tota] amount of mental unfit- 
ness in the country, but rather the reverse. 
It is far more economical and desirable to try 
and prevent defects than merely to provide 
for the results afterwards. Sentimental con- 
siderations may drive us to tinker with and 
prolong the lives of the unfit; it may be 
necessary in our complex civilisation, but 
do not let us mix it up with preventive work. 

These, if any, are the directions in which 
money can be saved without affecting 
efficiency ; but usually sentimental factors pre- 
vail, so the eyes of the economist rove over 
the preventive field of expenditure seeking 
what can be cnt down I would unhesi- 
tatingly say that true preventive work is 
always cheap at the price and, if anything 
in this world repays us a hundred-fold, it is 
this work. Disease is extremely costly to 
prevention of that disease is only a 
fraction of the cost. 


AN EXAMPLE. 


One example may bring the matter home. 
many children with tuberculosis 
marking them for its own. It is only in the 
beginning, but the patients are not resistant. 
Leave them alone and the disease will win. 
The comprehensive schoo] medica! and s ES 
tuberculosis machinery of the local au i 
sorts out these children, and all that we can 
find room for are sent to a home, where they 
stay eight to twelve months. Nearly all go 
home cured, their resistance so built up that, 
with care, will escape the

equal value, and the measure of its value is 
the extent to which it is preventive. But we 
need much more, not less, preventive work.

Pruning of excrescences, 
if we can find any, will make the public health 
tree grow better and straighter, but to lay the 
axe at its root would only lay the trunk across 
the path of prosperity, and drive us to re- 
trace our steps to the dark ages when a man 
was really old at forty and a survivor to fifty 
a freak.

He points out that 
tariff concessions alone will do very little 
to help British manufacturers to gain a 
greater share of Canadian business unless 
they study the Canadian market and

One is the abnormally low rate 
of mortality among millionaires. The 
other is the decline in property values. 


STAMP DUTIES, 


Réceipts from stamp duties, which are 
an index of City activities, will be far 
below the Budget estimate, and may be 
the lowest since the War. 

Thanks to the income tax payer, the 
shortcomings of the estate and stamp 
duties cannot have an adverse effect on 
the ‘general position of the revenue. 

The total revenue from all sources will 
probably be less than the revised estimate 
of last. September, but as expenditure also 
will be below the estimate, the revenue 
will be sufficient to meet all obligations 
and to leave a small balance on the right 
side. 

The emergency Budget last September 
stopped. borrewing for Unemployment 
Insurance and Road Fund and transferred 
these heavy charges to the revenue, thus 
necessitating new taxes and ‘‘cuts’’ in 
expenditure.
